Increase in Imports Reflects 
Prosperity, Chamber 
_ Chief Reports. 


(By the Associated Press.) 

Foreign trade of the United 
States during 1926 was satisfactory, 
end world conditions for 1926' 
promise an even better result, in 
the opfhion of Dr. Julius Klein, 
chief of the bureau of foreign and 
domestic commerce, 

In @ new year's review of the 
situation, he pointed, among ather 
things, to the betterment of Euro. 
pean finances, a continued flow of 
American investments abroad, and 
the improvement in such manufac- 
turing lines as automobiles, where 
he noted a 60 per cent export in- 
crease for 19256 over 1924. 

The increase in Amerjcan imports 
during 1925 may be expected to 
continue, he said, since to a con- 
siderable degree it reflecte the coun- 
try’s internal prosperity. He 
analyzed the import Increase as rep- 
resenting a greater need for raw 
materials, *and as showing the 
ability of American consumers to 
purchase exotic foods and: fruits. 
At the same time he deploréd an 
increase in prices, some of them for 
dubious causes, as in the cases of 
British rubber and Brazilian coffee.
